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' THE NEGRO GOOD GOVERNMENT 
CLUB BUSTED. $250.00 GONE 


It was on hangman’s day, Friday, 
the 15th, that the officers of the 
Negro Good Government Club met 
at the office of the secretary and 
director, to decide whether or not 
the club had not outlived its use¬ 
fulness. The officers of course, 
constitute the club’s entire member¬ 
ship and as the bulk of them claim 
that the secretary and director 
used their names without their 
consent there were only a few pre¬ 
sent at the club’s timely demise. 

Investigation disclosed the fact 
that by using the names of 25 
Negroes, 8 ministers and 17 busi¬ 
ness and professional men, ,$250 
had been secured. If that sum 
was all that they really got, the 
estimation put upon the preachers 
was certainly low to say nothing 
about the doctors, dentists and 
prominent Negroes that it was 
supposed were being used. 

If the ministers were worth any¬ 
thing, the club ought to have gotten 
$2,500 to say the least. But 
Negroes are cheap now. A fat 
Negro baby cost over $250 in 1860. 

In justice to ministers, the major¬ 
ity of those whose names were 
used declare that their names had 
been secured by false pretense. 
But the men furnishing the $250 
were not so informed and therefore 
undoubtedly believed that they 
were dealing directly with the 
colored ministers through their 
agent the “secretary and director.” 
But the thing was done, the ugly 
impression of preachers had been 
made, and like a sin committed, 
could not be un-committed. 

After much figuring and discus¬ 


sion which occupied the greater 
part of the afternoon the auditing 
committee made its report. The 
report showed that $50 had been 
spent for printing dodgers to ad¬ 
vertise one meeting which was 
attended by 200 persons; one secre¬ 
tary to the secretary had been 
hired, a brass band had been used 
and other items punctuated by a 
few etc’s, enabled the committee 
to chase the money to its hiding 
place. 


DISBURSEMENTS NOT TO BE 
PUBLISHED 


The suggestion by a minister 
to publish the report in the Negro 
papers was met by strenuous ob¬ 
jections. The gentlemen offering 
the suggestion argued that as the 
Negro ministers names had been 
used very largely without their 
consent, for the benefit of those whose 
names had been so used, the publi¬ 
cation of the report would protect 
them against ugly charges. The other 
minister stated that such a publica¬ 
tion would be useless as the Negroes 
had gotten so they didn’t believe 
anything a Negro preacher said. 
“If 1 thought that the people of 
my race didn’t believe what I say, 
I would leave the pulpit tomorrow” 
was the quick rejoinder of the minis¬ 
ter offering the suggestion. The 
publication suggestion was prompt¬ 
ly killed. The preacher who 
helped kill the publication idea, 
was a living embodiment of that 
scriptural injunction “Take no 
thought of tomorrow, etc.” 


THE CLUB PRONOUNCED 
DEAD 

Although the sentiment in favor 
of burying the report was sufficient 
to secure that end, a motion to 
keep the dub alive, produced 
instant revulsion. The “Secretary 
and Director” seeing the hand 
writing on the wall was on his feet 
like a flash. The opposition to 
the motion was a direct assualt 
upon the Secretary’s base of sup¬ 
plies and must be crushed at any 
cost, or all was lost. If the club 
was allowed to be killed, with it wou Id 
go one of the cutest little grafting 
schemes ever concieved. The 
“Secretary and Director” who by 
the way is a lawyer made the 
plea of his life. He was followed 
by his preacher friend who made 
one of his powerful emotional ap¬ 
peals which makes the weak church 
women tear off their clothes; but 
to no avail. A caucus had been 
held at which an agreement was 
reached to unload the “Secretary 
and Director” who had announced 
himself as candidate for president 
the “Forum.” Then too, it is 
secretly rumored that there is a 
bitter fight on between the “Secre¬ 
tary” and the late defeated candi¬ 
date for the School Hom'd as to 
which shall receive the “ Forum’s” 
endorsement as candidate for the 
legislature. It is true, the Secre¬ 
tary hasn’t even got a vote, but 
from his legal point of view that’s 
no bar to running for office. 

With the Secretary’s base of 
supplies (the club) destroyed and 
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his presidential aspirations killed, 
he would be out of the running for 
good-or at least till he is here long 
enough to vote. 

The presidential election which 
comes off at the “Forum” next 
Sunday will decide whether that 
“bunch is to run Roberts to death 
for office or finish killing the 
“Secretary and Director.” 

Well, getting back to the subject, 
after listening to the “Secretary 
and Director” for sometime which 
proved very taxing, the club was 
killed by a decisive vote; and thus 
another" grafting scheme fell to 
rise no more. The club was eon- 
cieved in fraud, lived bv false pre¬ 
tenses and died ignominiously just 
as its originators flattered them¬ 
selves with having set up a gigan¬ 
tic job chaser’s metropole. But 
for the club’s timely death the 
Afro-American council which has 
for years enjoyed a monopoly of 
the ‘job jobbing business would 
have been driven from the field. 
However, it is an ill wind that 
blows nobody good.” So Rev. 
E. L. Chew, D. D., president of 
the local A. A. Council can now 
re nain on the job and not be 
forced tojresume his old occupation 
of scrapping with the devil for 
souls. 


CHRISTMAS GIFT 

The November elections come 
as a sort of Christmas gift to black 
folk. First, the Digges amend¬ 
ment to disfranchise colored people 
has been defeated in Maryland 
bv a decisive majority of 20,551 
votes. This is the third time that 
the Democratic machine has at¬ 
tempted to get rid of the colored 
vote. Secondly, the Democratic 
Legislature that neglected to amend 
and reconsider the colored regi¬ 
ment bill in New York has been 
sent home; but Cavillier, theDemo- 
crat who introduced the bill, has 
been retained in his seat by the 
black voters of Harlem. It may 
easily be granted that Cuvillier 
U no ideal statesman, but is it 
not significant that he was the 


only man in this or former legis¬ 
latures willing to do his colored 
constituents’ demand? May we 
not respectfully assure Governor 
Dix that he himself will need the 
black vote soon and that his vote 
“ follows the regiment?” Third, the 
Socialists, the only party which 
openly recognizes Negro manhood, 
has been signally triumphant. Is 
it not time for black voters to 
carefully consider the claims of 
this party? Fourth, we call the 
attention of contented lovers of 
democratic government in this land 
to the fact that while 400,000 
votes were cast for governor in 
the little State of Massachusetts, 
it took only 40,000 votes to elect 
the governor of Mississippi, the 
pioneer State of disfranchisement. 
How long will democracy stand 
in America with one white man in 
Mississippi casting the equivalent 
of ten votes? 

Finally, there is every indica¬ 
tion that the election of 1912 will 
be a close election. If Mr. Taft 
succeeds himself after his tariff 
record, his silence on lynching and 
his treatment of colored officials, 
it will be by a margin that will 
call for every black vote in the 
North. Will he set these votes? 
May be—perh aps. —Th p Crisis

For them we 
recommend a skin bleach which 
will whiten their dusky hides to 
the point at least where their 
presence would not longer insult 
that element of the Negro race who 
knows its historic greatness and 
who believe that mind consti¬ 
tutes the majesty of man, virtue 
his true nobility.—Dallas Exsress

We are in reciept of a letter 
from one of our Socialist subscribers 
in which he endorses what we said 
in a previous edition relative to 
the relations existing between the 
Negroes and working white people 
commonly referred to as poor white 
folks. Among other things he 
says: “The Negroes and white 
people who labor have got to get 
together for mutual protection or 
drift farther from conditions that 
ought to obtain among the working 
people.” 

This is a self-evident proposition 


as all farmers should work together 
for better prices and improved con¬ 
ditions so ought all men, regardless 
of race or color, who perforin labor 
of any kind, look to each other's 
mutual happiness and advance¬ 
ment. 

Why should there be any other 
than a friendly feeling between 
working white people and working 
Negroes? They are forced to live 
in the same neighborhoods under 
the same condition. In localities 
where the wealthy white people 
live building restrictions keep the 
poor whites out and color restric¬ 
tions in the deeds keep out the 
Negroes. So you see these people 
the poor whites and Negroes are 
forced to live in sections where 
there are no such restrictions. This 
being true, they must live together 
as friends or both lose ground. 
As friends they can secure better 
representation in the law making- 
bodies thereby obtaining better 
opportunities for moral and material 
advancement. No man can do 
more for you than your next door 
neighbor. 


WILL LOOK AFTER CERTAIN 

MEMBERS OF THE BOARD 
OF SUPERVISORS 

The colored women voters will 
meet and organize a political 
League in the early part of the 
coming month. The members of 
the Board of Supervisors who are 
responsible for closing the Nurse 
training school to Negro girls will 
be vigorously remembered at the 
next primary election. The com¬ 
ing battle for justice and fair play 
for Negro girls will be led by the 
women voters and will be backed 
by all manly Negro men. The 
Negroes have the balance of power 
and mrst and will use it to put- out 
of business every office holder who 
draws the color line in the public 
institutions. 

During the recent campaign, one 
of the favorite arguments why the 
Negroes should vote against the 
Socialist ticket was: that its elec¬ 
tion meant the unionizing of the 
city. And yet there is no instant 
where organized labor has hit our 


girls a harder blow than was dealt 
them by the Board of Supervisors, 
when they decided that on account 
of the color of their skins Negro girls 
shall not enter the Nurse training- 
school, a public institution. Labor 
organizations are private concerns 
supported by tax levied upon their 
members. Negroes not being 
members of the unions are not taxed 
to support them. But are taxed 
to support all public institutions 
as are other citizens. To say, in 
the face of these facts that, on 
account of the color of their skins, 
Negroes shall not have the same 
use of these institutions that are 
enjoyed by other taxpayers, is a 
species of tyranny that is a disgrace 
to the fair minded people of this 
state. Once the campaign against 
the oath breaking members of the 
Board of Supervisors is inaugurated, 
thousands of voters of other races 
who believe in fair play will join 
them in ridding the public service 
of men who recognize race or color 
in violation of their oaths, in per¬ 
forming their official duties. The 
only way to rid the public service 
of such men, is to vote solidly 
against them every time they run 
for office.
